the trial of Queen Caroline, svith the 
fotlonving fgures of earjilanation : 

1— RepreseiiU t!-,o Thhonk, which 
was ercclcd at the cornmenccinent of 
the rtign of the present king. It far 
surpasses, in point of splendor, that o! 
his late majesty. The pillars whicn 
support the canopy arc fluted and richly 
gilt. 1 he crown and cornices of the 
canopy are likewise brilliant with bur- 
nished gold. The hangings are of crim- 
tk n velvet, looped up with golden ropt s, 
and trimmed with costly gold lace. In 
the back are the royal arms, embroider 
cd on crimson velvet, and above them 
thelettersG llll. — Thechairon which 
the king sits when he meets his parlia- 
tr.cnt, 13 correspondent in richness witi 
the general decoration of the thronv- 
It is elevated upon a platform, approacli- 
ed by lour low steps, which are coveref 
with Turkey carpeting. The chair, ex- 
.cept wnen the king is present, or when 
the royal assent is given by commission 
to bills passed by 'the House of Lords 
anrl Commons, is invariably covered with 
a scarlet cloth case, whicii preserves it 
from dust or other injury. Asafnrthei 
means of preservation, a brass trellirc 
streichM in front of it, from pillar to pil- 
lar, which, upon the occasions to which 
wc have alluded, is removed. H .yon'i 
the platform, and extending from the ex 
tremity of the stips on each side ;s ' 
brass railing which sf perates this space 
f om the rest of the house. It is wiihi;. 
this railing, and immediately in front of 
ihi throne, that memhcrsol the house-ot 
commons have the priv ilcgc of standing 
during the proceedings of the Peers 
Hiiring the trial oI the.

In the inveetigition of a subject of 
»tich 'Complexity, aft'ecting to deeply the 
interest of the community, every fact 
«nd cii'cunr..ance connected with it ought 
to be coDtidered. Since the year 1 807 
new interestt have arisen, which claim- 
ed a prominent piece in thic considers 
tioii. From time immemorial house 
hold manufactures have existed in eve- 
ry part of the Unit.;d States. The me- 
chanical arts ; those branches of manu- 
facture without which society, even in a 
very imperfect state oF civilization, 
could not exist, though differing in 
some degree from those properly de- 
n' liiinated household, have long existed 
in the United States. Since the year 
1807, those branches of manufacture 
hi<ve been greatly extended and improv- 
ed. Othets have been established, and 
a large amount of capital has been in- 
▼ested in manufacturing establishments, 
which promise to furnish, in a shori 
time, an ample supply of cotton and 
woollen manufactures, and most of those 
of iron, glass, and various other articles 
of great.value. 

As commerce has been properly de 
fined to be an exchange of equivalent 
value, it Is probaWe that the first failure 
on our part, to receive from lorsign na 
t fli'i accustomed supply of those at 
tides which can now be produced in oin 
O' -ncsiic establishments, the articles 
which they have been accustomed to re 
Cfive from us will loose something of 
I' e value which they would otlierwisi 
h v“ commanded, until new channels of 
iiitcprourse shall be discovered, and dir 
fcreni articles of merchandiac shall be 
Buhstituted for those formerly received 

The capacity of a nation to consnim 
foreign artides depends upon the valu 
of Its exports, and not upon its ability u. 
furnish every article ol [trimaiy or sc 
condary necessity. The precious tuet 
a!s arc never imported into any couiurv- 
when commodities which will comnrtntl 
a tiroflt can be obtained for importation 
fiiving full weight to the fact, that cot 
ton, woollen, iron, and various other arti 
cles which are now turnislied by otir do 
znestic establishments, will be Itereal 
ter received from foreign nations only 
to a small amount, 817,000,000 of reve- 
II'-. may be assumed as the niiniinnrn 
and 220,000,400 as the maximum, which 
will be annually received from imports 
and tonnage 5uiing the next four years 
The decrease which has occurred in th- 
1; St and present years fur'ishes no 
g' ound to distrust the correctuiss of tin 
fi.'^egoing conclusion. The customs

the period of greatest reaction. Arcor- 
dingly, in 1818, the nett revenue from 
the customs amounted to «21,82S,4jI 
43. 

The multiplication of hanks, the state 
of the currency, and the high price which 
all exportable articles commanded until 
the end of >818, strongly invited to ex- 
travagance of every kind, and pnrtici 
larly in the consumption ol foreign mer- 
chandize. The risources of individuals 
had been, by these seductions, in a great 
degree, anticipated during the first years 
which succeeded the peace- The sud 
den reduction in the value of all export 
able articles, which occurred about the 
/orninvnrement of tlie year 1819, not 
only prevented in a great degree fur 
ther purchases, but rendered the dis 
charge of engageraBnts previously con- 
tr*ct-d impracticable. The pressur' 
thus produced upon the coihinunity, re- 
acted- upon the veiidu s of every spccic« 
of mi-rcbandize, whether foreign or do 
xr.'StV; who, witliout thouioughly in- 
V- s igating the cause of their distress, 
h’v- sought for relief in measures rather 
calculated to aggravate than alle\iate 
the p'.- liQenibai tassinent. The issue 
and |,ay r.ent of a larger amount of de- 
L'nitiii ; s, ill the present year, in propor- 
tion to the-exportations of the last, Kie 
iiV I eased amount of specie, and dimin- 
is.ied amount. of foreign merchandize 
imported during the present year ; and 
the ready sale of foreign and domestic 
articles now in the market, shew that 
ti> importation of foreign goods is upon 
t'.iv eve of being regulated by the de- 
luaiidfoi them, for consumption. 

It has be-:n slated, that the receipts 
f" un the public land, during the year 
1821 cannot be estimated at more than 
1 6'-)O,00j dollars, unless some greater 
incentive to punrtualiiy, or inducement 
to make prompt payments, should be of 
fered by the measures which may be a- 
dopt. d ill the coul'se of the present ses- 
sion of congress. The aet of the 24lli 
cf April last, which abolished credit on 
rll purchases of land, and reduced th - 
minimum price from OCO to 12s cents 
p r acre, furiushes, it is ruspeetlully con 
ceived, equitable ground fox legislative 
interference in favor of piii“chasers un- 
d '• the ancient system, lly that system 
the price would be reduced to 16-1 cent- 
p I -acre by prompt payment. If th* 
ait abolisliiiig cicditliad fix-;d the mini- 
mum price at 164 cents instead of 125 
cents, no equitalile ground fi.t legislaiivi 
interference could exist. It is not.cou- 
tended that the vender of an iirticlc tin 
der ordinary circumstances, does an in 
jury to a purchaser by subsequently sel- 
ling the s me article to others at a low - 
tr rate. Uutifne has in his puissessioi 
such a quantity of the article siold as tc 
enable him, for an ind'-finile tinne, to dc 
termine the price of the article, he ai 
fccts ilie inter’ st of every previcius pur- 
ebas* r by such reduction, who >aiav b, 
constrained, trum any cans’ wliatevn. 
to seU Uiat article. The extern of tlu 



national domain will for agcsjenable the 
government to determine tiie price ol 
uminproved lands, similarly situated. It 
is admitted that the government has 
been induced to adopt this measure by 
the most grave considerations. The 
most prom'uicnt of these was the neces- 
sity of preventing the further increase of 
I debt, then about 22,000,000 dollars, 
strongly aiTecting the interests and feel 
ings Ota great number of citizens. If 
jts.increase was an object of deep solici- 
tude, its diminution by an act of grace, 
founded upon equitable principles, will 
be in strict accordance with the motivi-s 
i<> which that measure originated. 'Dif- 
ficulties may occur in adjusting the de- 
tails of such a measure, unless it be pre- 
sented as a simple act of grace. Under 
t.iis point of view, it should be confined 
in its operation to liie debtors of the go- 
’.ernment for public lands, and should 
afl'ect them only to the extent of the 
debt which they may respectively owe. 

During the excessive circulation of 
bank notes, not convertible into specie, 
and to which the government, from ne- 
cessity, for some time, gave currency, 
and the high price wliirh evciw descrip- 
tion of domestic produce commanded, 
large quantities of public land were sold 
at public auction, at prices v;rcally be- 
yond thtir real value. In many inctances 
the first payment whi.'h the governm< nt 
has received could not he obtained by 
rhe purchaser, if be were able to convey 
the land in fee simple. The propriety 
of legislative interference to change the 
relations between debtor and creditor, 
far the benefit of either, may well be 
questioned. Circumstances, however, 
may arise, whi 'h w ill intluenc’e an honest 
and benevolent creditor to relax his de- 
mands, and to grant relief to his debtor 
voluntarily, which lie might vfsi.-t an ari 
of power. Such, it is respectfully con- 
ceived, is the situation of. the goveni- 
’U-nt in relation to the pii; chasers ol 
p .b it' land, who, in a momeid of infati-a- 
tion have engaged to pay fora pcnioii 
ofthc national doimin a sinn greatly b; 
yond its value, and which will never be 
piid. In all case’s of this kind, tlia for 
fcituie of the sum already advanced will 
inevitably occur, if relief to some csttni 
is not granted. 

In conformity to the foregoing views, 
the following propositions for liie lelief 
of the purchasers of the public hand, end 
for the purpose of increasing tbe p«y- 
intntsinio the Treasury in tlie erjupig 
year, are rtrspcctfully sulmiiited : 

1st. I'hat cvciT purchaser of public 
land be permitted, on or before the 
30lb ol September next, to abandon 
any legal subdivision of his piir- 
ebase ; and that tbe paymants made 
upon the pan abandoned be applied | 
to the discharge of the iastulinentj 
’ clue upon the roinaindi.r ; the right 
to abandon, in ini case to involve j 
any repayment by the government 
to any purchaser. In all cast s the 
part retained to Le in’ the mo.st 
compact for.n that the situation of 
the whole quantity purcliaSc-J will 
permit. 

2d. The dilTvrencc between tlic fer- 
mer and the present mini miin price 
for cash payiuento being equal to 
23.78 on the loriuer, it is respect- 
fully proposed that on payment ol 
the whole puiciiasc money for 
any tr.act of l,incl, on or before the 
.»3lii day of September next, a tle- 
durtion of ’5 per cent, shall be 
made, and * .t any intciist which 
may h.avo accrued to t:;e United 
States ill such cases, sliall be re- 
mitted. An act of greatrr liberali- 
ty, and' which would stii! further 
increase the receipts into tbe Tn*- 
siiry, dtir'og the next yt-ar, would 
be to allow a deduction of ?7 1-2 
per cent, on ail such paynuiits, 
which is cq-ja! to the tlifFcrent c be- 
tween 200 and 12 5 cents. 

■3<1. That all sums wliich maybe due 
by pnrehisers of public lands, who 
s'.'.all not avail thems.-lves of the 
preceding conditions, siiall be p.iy- 
ablc in ten equal E’.mual instalments, 
without interest ; provided that 
such payments s'lall be punctually 
made, upon the several d-ajs ineacli 
successive year, upon which the ]nir 
chases were respectively made : 
any failure in making such pay- 
ments, to revive the original terms 
and condiiioiis of the calc. 

If these or analogous provisionsshould 
be adopted, the pa;ir,etus from tiie pub- 
lic land, during the year 1 82 1 , will be 
greatly increased ; ti-e debt due on that 
account greatly diminished ; and the 
revenue resulting from that source ac- 
quire in future years a more uniform 
character. 

If, then, it be assumed that the rcvcn-ic 
which will accrue from the custonts will 
be equal to the mean sum between se- 
venteen and’twenty millions of dollars, 
the annual l ovenue for the four succeed- 
ing years may be cstiuiaicd as follows, 
viz ;
